The sum devoted by 
the British Medical 
Association for the en- 

couragement of research 
has steadily increased 
during the past few 
years. The Association’s 
scholarstips for the pro- 
motion of research inte 
subjects relating to the 
causation, preventicn, or 
treatment of disease 
were among the first of 
their kind, and these 
scholarships still meet a 
real need on the part 
of members of the pro- 
fession who hold junior 
appointments and are at 
the same time prosecuting research. A new prize—the 
Katherine Bishop Harman Prize—has recently been 
inaugurated for research on disorders incident to 
maternity. By the Middlemore Prize original work in 
ophthalmology is recognized, and the Stewart Prize 
is gained by contributions made to the study of 
epidemic disease. The Sir Charles Hastings Prize of 
59 guineas has been established in memory of the founder 
of the British Medical Association for the purpose of 
stimulating systematic observation, research, and record 
in general practice; the first award was made in 1926. Of 
recent years a subject for essays has also been proposed 
annually to senior medical students, and in connexion with 
these essays the Association gives annually fourteen prizes

In it Dr. McVail com- 
ments on allegations which have been made in disparage- 
ment of vaccination, and discusses the position of small-pox 
and its prevention in this country at the present time. The 
price of the pamphlet is 6d.

The well known build- 
ing in the Strand, vacated 
last: year and_ since 
acquired by the Govern- 
nient of New Zealand for 
its London offices, was 
built in 1908, when the 
British Medical Associa- 
tion was 75 years old. It 


but owing to the immense 
growth of the work of the 
Association in recent years 
it had become far too 
small te fulfil its functions 
adequately. Meanwhile 
the membership had in- 
creased from 21,000 in 
1908 to 29,000 at the time 
of the move, and is now 
more than 32,000. The 
beautiful new building, 
of red brick with white 
stone facings, formally 
opened by His Majesty 
the King as the head- 
quarters of the Associa- 
tion in July, 1925, stands 
back from the north-east 
corner of Tavistock Square 
on the direct route from Euston to Waterloo. Part of the 
site was formerly occupied by Tavistock House, the home 
for some years of Charles Dickens. The building, designed 
by Sir Edwin Lutyens, R.A., has a total floor area of 
58,000 square feet. The main block is supported by two 
wings, which with it comprise three sides of a quadrangle. 
The front of this courtyard is completed by the beautiful 
wrought-iron Memorial Gates.

Discrptrnary Cases. 
Advertising. | 
Txs Council, on November 23rd, considered the case of Hira Lal 
— registered as of Park Street, Calcutta, who was summoned 
on the charge that he had sought to obtain patients and to 
promote his professional advantage by means of advertisements 
and an article published in the Rangoon Times and an article in 
the Burma Exchange Gazette. 

Dr. Basu was not. | ge The Solicitor to the Council (Mr. 
C. J. S. Harper) said that this case came to the notice of the 
Council in the early part of 1925. It was brought forward by the 
Burma Medical Council, which, however, had no jurisdiction, as 
Dr. Basu was not on the Burmese Register. The first advertise- 
ment, in the Rangoon Times of April 16th, 1925, read as follows: 

“Dr. H. L. Basu, L.M.S.(Cal.), L.R.C.S.(Edin.), F.R.F.P.S.(Glas.), 
to His Majesty the King. Private Secretary has now arrived at Hoom 
No. 14, Ist Floor, Strand Hotel, Rangoon.” 

Over this advertisement was an article published as news 
which had the titles, ‘‘ Youth Preserved—Doctor’s Claim,” an 
related to the Steinach ae. and Dr. Basu’s method in 
regard thereto, and gave his name, qualifications, and appoint- 
ments. On April 24th and 25th this was followed by an adver- 
tisement in the same journal which stated that Dr. | Sree (again 
giving the wy “has arrived at Strand Hotel, Rangoon, 
toom No, 42 (2nd Floor).” On April 20th also there was pub- 
lished in the Burma Exchange Gazette an article er**’=2 “ Ths 
Steinach Method of Rejuvenation,” containing Dr. Basu’s name 
and qualifications and appointments, with a statement that the 
many Steinach operations performed by him had proved highly 
successful, and inviting consultations, and stating where inquiries 
and applications should be addressed, The articles in these 
journals dealt generally with the claims of Professor Steinach 
of the University of Vienna, and stated that this method was 
now to be introduced by Dr. Basu into Burma. It was added that 
only a local anaesthetic was needed, and the patient was 
required merely to keep his bed for a few days. The operation, 
it was stated, not only retarded old age, but led to increased 
eo and mental activity and reduced any arterio-sclerosis. 

r. Basu wrote, in reply to inquiries from the Council, that he 
had been induced to go to Rangoon from Calcutta to see a patient 
for a fee of 3,000 rupees, and that the person who had invited 
him had supplied the newspaper with the material and had paid 
for the advertisement; he denied any personal knowledge of the 
transaction with the newspaper. Mr. Harper said that he was not 
in a position to prove that the “secretary ’’ was authorized b 
Dr. Basu to arrange for the publicity, but he invited the Council 
to infer that this was the case, otherwise how could the informa- 
tion have been obtainable? It was the fact that Dr. Basu did go 
to Rangoon at the time stated. The editor of the Rangoon Times 
wrote that a gentleman who poqoematee himself to be Dr. Basu’s 
private secretary made himself known to his newspaper, and said 
that his object was to give publicity to Dr. Basu’s forthcoming 
visit to Rangoon. The presumption was that Dr. Basu had sent 
1 al preparations. 

The Council judged Dr. Basu to have n guilty of infamous 
conduct in a professio respect, and deeded the Registrar to 
erase his name. 


Alleged Adultery during Professional Relationship. 

The Council next considered the case of Egerton Carl White, 
registered as of High Street, Cheltenham, MB. Ch.B., who was 
summoned on the charge that, being a registered medical practi- 
tioner, he abused his position by committing adultery with Alice 
C. Watson, a married woman, with whom he stood in professional 
relationship, of which —< he was found guilty by the decree 
of the Divorce Court, May 15th, 1925, made absolute November 
30th, 1925, in the case of Watson v. Watson and White, in which 
he was co-respondent. 

Dr. White was present, and was defended by Mr. Oswald 
Hempson, on behalf of the Medical Defence Union, Three 
members of the Couricil who were members of the Union with- 
drew. The facts of the divorce proceedings were placed before 
u here was no 
complainant. } 

Mr. Clifford Watson, in evidence, said that in April or May, 
1922, his wife consulted Dr. White, who performed an operation. 
The witness was away from home on business during this period, 
and only saw Dr. White for a moment during one of his visits. 
In 1924 he performed a second operation, and later in that year 
Dr. White and his wife went away together. Following on the 
attendance in 1922, Mrs. Watson showed him a bill for £14 for 
the doctor’s fees, and he gave her the money with which to 
pay it. The receipt was returned, and he put it away, but 
although he had since searched for it he had been unable to 
discover it. 

t Dr. White, giving evidence on his own behalf, said that he was 
ormerly in practice at Bradford, and there he met Mrs. Watson, 
not professionally, but socially, at the end of 1921, and became 
friendly. Within a week he was in love with her ; they arranged 


wished first of all to satisfy certain financial claims which members 
of Mrs. White’s family had upon him. He then disposed of his 
ractice in Bradford. His first attendance on Mrs. Watson was in 
ay, 1922, when he did a qneins operation, and was assisted by 
an anaesthetist. It was absolutely untrue that he rendered an 
account. ‘the matter never went through his books at all, and he 
never attended any other member of the Watson family. Mrs. 
Waison was better for a time after the operation, but later there 
was some recurrence, and in 1924 the operation was repeated. 
In reply to the President, Dr. White said that he did not regard 
thimself as Mrs. Watson’s medical attendant. There had been no 
seduction under the cloak of being her doctor. He was her 
medical attendant in the same sense as a doctor might be regarded 
as the medical attendant of his own child if he took out his 
tonsils. He then regarded the lady as his wife, and still did so. 
Mrs, Watson also gave evidence bearing out Dr. White’s state- 
ment. The relations with Dr. White began immediately after 
Christmas, 1921, some months before anything in the nature of 
medical attendance. She denied that any account was received 
from Dr. White for professional services, or that Mr. Watson 
aid her any money for the settlement of such account. After 
er first illness he gave her a certain sum for special household 
expenses, which he might have mistaken for the doctor’s fee. 
r. Hempson, in a final speech for Dr. White, said that the 
Council was not a court of morals in the ordinary sense, and the 
only thing it had to consider was whether Dr. White had abused 
his position of professional relationship to a patient. If he might 
interpret bluntly the view of the Council, he thought the Council 
would say, not that a man must not attend his mistress, but that 
he must not convert his patient into his mistress. If it had not 
been for the necessity of settling certain financial claims, this 
couple would have gone away at the beginning of 1922, before any 
relationship of doctor and patient could be suggested. 
Mr. Harper did not think that the Council could draw quite such 
a subtle distinction as Mr. Hempson had laid down. 
The Council, after deliberating in private, found that the facts 
alleged against Dr. White had not been proved to its satisfaction, 
and the case therefore was dismissed. 


Misdemeanours. 

The Council on November 24th considered the case of Thomas 
Blaney, registered as of Saville Place, London, 8.E., L.R.C.P. and 
§.Edin., L.R.F.P.S.Glasg., who was summoned on the charge 
that on April 1st, 1925, he was convicted at_ Westminster olice 
court of being drunk and incapable and fined 10s., also that, being 
a registered medical practitioner, he was drunk or under the 
influence of drink when four patients (whose names were given) 
were under or were seeking his professional care. These incidents 
occurred, one in 1924, and three in 1925. A further charge of 
being drunk or under the influence of drink when attending two 
other patients in November, 1925, related to a period during 
which the respondent had had his name erased from the Medical 
Register under Section 14 of the Act (failing to notify his address), 
but this was withdrawn because, strictly speaking, being off the 
Register at the time, though subsequently restored, Dr. Blaney 
was not then under the Council’s jurisdiction. 

Mr. Harper, the Council’s solicitor, said that in a letter to the 
Council Dr. Blaney had admitted occasional lapses, and asked the 
Council to accept his apologies. The case was brou ht to the 
notice of the Council by the Ministry of Health, which was not, 
however, ——- at the hearing, though certain documents 
from the Ministry were put in. It appeared that there was an 
inquiry by the Medical Service Subcommittee into a complaint 

ainst Dr. Blaney, and that on the report of this subcommittee, 
onepted by the ‘London Insurance Committee, the Minister 
directed another inquiry under Part 6 of the Regulations. Dr. 
Blaney, who had attended before the Medical Service Subcom- 
mittee, was invited to attend the Ministry ye" 5 but did not do 
so, and the inquiry proceeded in his absence, with the result that 
the witnesses against him were not cross-examined. On the report 
of his committee of inquiry, the Minister directed the removal of 
Dr. Blaney’s name from the panel. It was alleged that on 
various occasions when insured persons had sought treatment at 
his surgery he was under the influence of drink, and that in one 
case he was in a state of intoxication when called to a confine- 
ment. The Ministry’s committee was of opinion that the drunken 
habits of the respondent had been a contributory cause of his 
misconduct—meaning by ‘‘ misconduct ” his failure to provide the 
treatment under the Regulations which he had undertaken to give. 

Dr. Blaney, in evidence, said, in reply to his solicitor, Mr. 
Charles Davies, that after holding ts as assistant elsewhere, he 
started a new practice in Lambeth in 1923, and by the end of 
1925 he had built up a list of 1,300 insured persons, and had a 
rivate practice as well. The reason he did not attend the 
Vinistry inquiry was because he was informed on the telephone— 
he said at first, by the clerk of the London Insurance Committee 
and later on corrected this by saying that it was the secretary of 
the Panel Committee—that there was no doubt he would be 
struck off the panel, the facts being so clearly against him, and 
therefore he thought it useless to attend. He had been on the 
verge of a breakdown, and had had some private worries. He 
was now a complete teetotaler, and intended to remain so. 

Two of his patients, out of several who had expressed them- 
selves ready to give evidence to the same effect, testified to his 
care and devotion in sickness, and some written testimonials were 
put in. Mr. Davies pointed out that Dr. Blaney had been struck 
off the panel, which was a very severe penalty; also that the 
witnesses at the Ministry’s inquiry were not cross-examined, and 
it was very common for patients who had a grievance to make 
exaggerated charges, which only cross-examination brought into 


a proper perspective.

Carmarthenshire Infirmary, 
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is to be found in a failure on the part of medical practi- 
tioners in industrial areas to have regard to the statutory 
conception of incapacity. The condition which must be 
satisfied before a certificate of incapacity should be granted 
is that the insured person has been ‘‘ rendered incapable of 
work by some specific disease or by bodily or mental dis- 
ablement.’’? The officials of the societies are of opinion 
that the result of the issue of certificates to persons who do 
not satisfy this condition is that societies have been in- 
curring an expenditure which is much in excess of normal, 
and appear to feel that the whole structure of the National 
Health Insurance scheme is being undermined. The Board 
of Health has been in consultation with the Insurance Acts 
Subcommittee (Scotland) of the British Medical Associa- 
tion, and the subcommittee has indicated that it will do its 
utmost to bring the matter of proper certification to the 
notice of practitioners concerned. The Board of Health 
also is determined to take all possible steps to assist in the 
endeavour to maintain the standard of certification. 


EXCESSIVE SICKNESS BENEFIT CLAIMS. 
Tur following circular letter has been sent by the Medical 
Secretary to chairmen and secretaries of Local Medical and 
Panel Committees and to members of the Insurance Acts 
Committee : 


At the recent Conference of Local Medical and Panel Com- 
mittees Sir Walter Kinnear (Controller, Insurance Department, 
Ministry of Health), in a speech which every insurance practi- 
ticner should read (British Mepicat JourRNAL 
October 30th, 1926), drew attention to the increased claims for 
sickness benefit during the present industrial upheaval, and 
pointed out that the normal sickness experienced during that 
time had been very markedly in excess of the corresponding 
period during the preceding two or three years. 

The Insurance Acts Committee is at present engaged in 
exploring the various causes of increased claims for sickness 
benefit, but pending the result of this inquiry it would earnestly 
press upon Local Medical and Panel Committees the necessity 
for advising insurance practitioners of the need for strict com- 
pliance with the Certification Rules, in order that it may not be 
justly said that doctors as well as patients are treating National 
Health Insurance as if it were a form of unemployment benefit. 

It is the physical and not the economic condition which must 
be the determining factor in the granting of incapacity certifi- 
cates, and, however sympathetic a practitioner may be, it is his 
duty, under his Terms of Service with the Insurance Com- 
mittees, to comply with the Certification Rules in the striet 
legal sense. Moreover, abnormal increases in the claims for 
sickness benefit might well have the effect, if long continued, 
of compelling the Government te reconsider the present method 
of employment of doctors under the system. : 

The Committee recognizes that in times of unemployment 
the claims for sickness benefit will increase, economic pressure 
keeping many at work, when work is to be had, who ought more 
properly to be receiving sick pay, and it is this question and 
others which may have a bearing on the whole problem which 
the Insurance Acts Committee is at present engaged in exploring. 
But in the meantime the attention of Local Medical and Panel 
Committees is drawn to the following resolution of the Con- 
ference in the hope that the influence of the Committees to the 
fullest extent will be used in the manner indicated in this 
resolution : 

Min. 33. Resolved: That the Insurance Acts Commitice 
be asked to consider what practical steps can be taken to 
meet the difficulties raised by Sir Walter Kinnear, and that 
meantime representatives pledge themselves to use their 
influence locally in endeavouring to secure strict adherence 
to the principles governing certification for the purposes of 
National Health Insurance Acts. 

The Insurance Acts Committee would welcome expressions 
of opinion from Local Medical and Panel Committees on any 
Special cause or causes in increased sickness benefit claims of 
which they may be aware in their own areas.

After Fe wy- deliberation the decision of the Council was 
announ by the Presipent as follows: 

Mr. Blaney, I have to tell you that the conviction alleged inst you 
in the Notice of Inquiry poy facts alleged against you ip ae second 
paragraph of the Notice of Inquiry [that you were drunk or under the

is conviction and these facts indicate a habit on your part which ma 
be dangerous to your patients and discreditable to your profession, 
in order to ee you an opportunity of reconsidering your habits and 
conduct in this respect the Council have postponed judgement on what 
has been peeves against you until the November session of next year. 

Before that date you will be required to send to the Registrar of the 
Council the names of some of your professional brethren who may be 
willing, upon written application from the Registrar, to testify by letter, 
addressed to him for the use of the Council, as to your habits and conduct 
in the interval. You will receive in due course a formal written intima- 
tion of what I have just announced to you, and the intimation will 
pees y the date of the meeting to which I have referred, when you 
should be present, and should understand that in the event of any furt 
conviction for a similar offence the Council may forthwith instruct the 
Registrar to erase your name from the Medical Register. 

_ Dr. Blaney repeated his undertaking to abstain from alcohol 
in the future. 


The Council considered on the same 7 case of Percy 
Bateman, registered as of New Cross d, London, §.E., 
L.R.C.P. and §S.Edin., L.F.P.S.Glas., who was summoned on the 
charge that he had been convicted of certain misdemeanours : 
at Westminster police court in 1914, of being drunk and disorderly, 
and fined; at Marlborough Street police court in 1921, of bein 
drunk and riotous, and fined; at Greenwich police court in 1 

of being drunk and disorderly, and fined, with the alternative of 
imprisonment; and at Lambeth police court in 1926, of being 
drunk and incapable, and fined. 

Dr. Bateman attended in answer to his notice, and in the absence 
of a complainant the case was presented by the Council’s solicitor, 
who put in certificates of all the convictions except the first. A 
certificate had“ been refused at Westminster police court on the 
ground that such certificates were issued only to courts of law, 
and apparently the Council was not so er Dr. Bateman, 
however, admitted this conviction, as he did the others, and he 

ave certain explanations of the occurrences and his own view of 

is condition at the time. He pointed out that on each of the 

four occasions he was not on professional duty. He also stated 
that during the thirteen and a half years that he had been on 
the London insurance panel he had never had a single complaint 
made against him by an insurance patient. The regional medical 
officer was recently making inquiries as to his character, and his 
patients were very indignant that any aspersion should be made.

After private deliberation the Council found the facts proved, 
and decided in this case also to Po way ne judgement until the 
November session of next year. aoe was announced in 
similar terms to those used by the President in the previous case. 


The case was also. considered of Robert John Campbell, registered 
as of Bradford Street, Ancoats, Manchester, MB, Ch.B.Aberd., 
who was summoned on the charge that at Manchester city police 
court in 1923 he was convicted of being found drunk and fined 5s., 
and in Moye 1926, of being drunk whilst in charge of a motor car, 
and fined 40s. or twenty-five days’ imprisonment. 

Mr. Harper, the Council’s solicitor, in presenting the case, said 
that the respondent had written a letter in which he attributed 
these occurrences to the delayed effects of chloroform poisoning. 
He had always been extremely susceptible to chloroform, and 
after being present at an operation at which the anaesthetic was 
used he would frequently suffer, often after an interval, from 
heavy drowsiness in which he could not be wakened. On the day 
on which the events took place which led to his recent conviction 
he attended two cases in which chloroform was used—one an 
operation lasting half an hour, and the other ten minutes. This 
was in the middle of the day; in the evening he went out on a 
motor run and took part in some social engagements, consumi 
only a small whisky and soda, and on returning he was sto pe 
by the police tor “‘ driving in a manner dangerous to the public” 
—or so the charge stated, but this he denied—and the police said 
that on getting out of the car he staggered, that Kis breath 
smelt of alcohol, and that. on reaching the police station he fell 
into a sleep and could not be roused. He complained also of the 
perfunctory co-ordination tests which he- was put through at the 
police station, and of the fact that his examination by The police 
surgeon occupied not more than two minutes. The doctor who 
gave evidence at the court stated that he had never heard of a 
case of late chloroform poisoning. 

_Dr. Campbell, in an oral statement to the Council, said that 
since his conviction he had been even more careful with regard to 


alcohol than he was before. He could only be more careful in 
future by refraining from alcohol altogether. 

The President : Are you exceptionally susceptible to alcohol? 

Dr. Campbell: In my student days I was exceptionally resistant. 

The President : And since then? ‘ier 

Dr. Campbell: Since then, up to the time of my first conviction, I took 
advantage of that resistance. : 

The President: Are you now exceptionally susceptible? _ : 

Dr. Campbell: I have never had any opportunity to try it out since, 
(Laughter. 

Afier private deliberation the decision of the Council was 
announced by the Presipent as follows : 

Mr. Campbell, I have to inform you that it has been proved to the 
satisfaction of the Council that you have been convicted of the mis- 
demeanours alleged against you in the Notice of Inquiry. These con- 
victions indicate a dangerous susceptibility on your part to alcohol, 
dangerous to a professional man and dangerous also to the patients 
under his charge. But, trusting to your assurance that you will abstain 
from alcohol for the rest of your life, the Council have not seen fit to 
direct the Registrar to erase your name from the Medical Register. 

Dr, Campbell repeated his assurance that in future he would 
abstain from the consumption of alcohol. 


A Charge of Seduction. 

On November 25th and 26th the Council considered the case 
of David Davey Rosewarne, registered as of Vere Street, 
London, W., M.R.C.S.Eng., L.R.C. -Lond., who was summoned on 
the charge ‘‘ that you abused your position as a medical man by 
seducing at your surgery a patient—namely, A——, whom you 
were attending professionally, and also by having sexual inter- 
course with her on divers occasions ney while she was 
still your patient; and that in relation thereto you have been 
guilty of infamous conduct in a professional respect.” 

The complainant was the lady whom it was alleged had_ been 
seduced, and she was represented by Mr. Blake Odgers, solicitor. 
Mr. Oswald Hempson, for the Medical Defence Union, appeared 
for the respondent. At the outset of the case it was asked on 
behalf of the complainant, in view of the character of the charge, 
that the hearing should be in camera. Mr. Hempson raised no 
objection, and the Council decided that the press and_ public 
galleries should be cleared. The hearing of the case occupied the 
whole afternoon of the first day, and several witnesses were 
called. On the second day the public were admitted to hear the 
Council’s decision, which was that the case had been proved to its 
satisfaction, and that the Registrar had been directed to erase the 
name of David Davey Rosewarne from the Register. 


Dentat Discrptinary INQUIRIES. 

The Council considered three cases in which the Dental Board 
had transmitted its finding that the name of a dentist should be 
erased from the Register. The first was that of William Laird, 
registered as of Hartington Street, Belfast, with regard to whom 
the Dental Board found established by evidence that he had 
employed five persons to canvass for him. Mr. Laird made a lon 
statement to the Council, in the course of which he declare 
Belfast to be a hotbed of unrégistered practitioners. The Council 
upheld the finding of the Dental Board, and directed that Mr. 
Laird’s name be erased. Mr. Laird expressed his intention to 
appeal. 

F he second case was that of Hubert Lancelot Terry Bramley, 
registered as of Bracton Drive, Gordon Road, Nottingham, with 
regard to whom the Board had found that he had canvassed in 
a number of cases by personal visits. Mr. Bramley told the 
Council that he was interested also in an optical business, and 
that all the patients who figured in these complaints had come to 
him on the optical side of his work. The Council directed that the 
name be erased. 

The third case was that of John William Marsh, registered as 
of High Street, Thame, against whom two convictions for obtaining 


by false pretences, in one case goods and in the other case money, . 


were recorded. The Council directed the erasure of the name.

CERTIFICATION FOR MEDICAL UNFITNESS IN 
SCOTLAND. 
Tux Scottish Board of Health has had under consideration 
the amount which approved. societies in Scotland have had 
to pay for meeting sickness benefits under the National 
Health Insurance Act during the past year. The Board 
has found that the money expended on insurance benefits 
during the period from January to October, 1926, is 16 per 


cent. above the amount expended in the corresponding 


period of 1925. On the other hand, as a result of wide- 
spread unemployment resulting from stoppage of work in 
the mining industry, there has been a decrease of 8 per 
cent., or for recent months 13 per cent., in the money 
received from the sale of insurance stamps. The increase 
of expenditure in the’ case of insured men is confined to 
industrial localities, and there has not been any excess of 
claims by members in rural areas, nor has there been any 
abnormal outbreak of sickness or obvious deterioration of 
health in the industrial population. The Board has made 
inquiries among representatives of approved societies, who 
appear all to be of the definite opinion that the explanation 
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
